THE LEGAL POINTS. 


As to bridges: Must be a petition signed by at least 500 electors for each bridge; vote must carry 


majority in favor; each June, commissioners must pay interest and at least l-20th of principal; bond ^ 
sue cannot run longer than 30 years. 


As to Good Roads: Must be constructed under statute of April 2, 1906. 
First step is organization of county into road districts of from two to four townships, contiguous to 


each other, the construction to be governed by road, commissioners appointed for each district; these 
appo'nted by county commissioners but not before requested by a petition containing signatures of at 
least 50 taxpayers of said district; road commission to select roads to be improved, and bonds for such 
to be issued by act of special election in said district^ tor improvement of public roads wDthin the dis- 
trict by a general tax levied on property rti such district

State Auditor to Probe Governmental 


Departments of Columbus. 


DETAILS TWO ACCOUNTANTS 


Columbus, O, Feb 19 —Auditor of 


State Guilbert has detailed two ex- 
pert accountants from the Ohio state 
bureau of examination and accounting 
to make an examination of tbe books 
of the various depaitments of the 
Columbus city government. The ex- 
aminers are Wilber E. Baker of Fos 
torla and Jacob H Kauffman of Can 
ton.

mlt that the uroposed examination of 
the city's books had any connection 
with the charges that have Ueen made 
of alleged briberj In connection with 
the East Broad street paving contract 


After statements made by Nelson 


Cannon, representative of an aspnalt 
street paving concern of "Cleveland, 
regai ding A contract here, Cannon 
and H C l>ang, another employe of 
the company, weie placed under ar 
rest on charges of offering bilbes to 
members of the city board of public 
•ervice. Cannon claimed that bribes 
were accepted by Fred J. Immel and 
Fred Lied, members of board Both 
emphatically deny the charges. It is 
•aid Cannon also implicated Charles 
B. Burr, the other member of 
the 


board, and Burr denied the^ story in 
every detail. The charges, which also 
Involve some minor city employes, are 
being Investigated by the city solici- 
tor, George S. Marshall, and will also 
be takeir before a grand jury for in- 
quiry. The head of the contracting 
firm, in dispatches from 
Cleveland, 


also denies the bribery charges, and 
says he never heard of any attempt 
at bribery In connection with the con- 
tract here, which aggregated $125,000 
for paving East Broad street, the 
chief residential thoroughfare in the 
city. Cannon and Lang were released 
from custody under $500 bond.

Question No. 1—How can the com- 


missioners of Coshocton county, Ohio, 
build budges where the cost of each 
bridge would exceed $15,000? 


The question .is to the policy of 


building the bridges would have to 
be submitted to a vote, and the peti- 
tion to submit to a vote would have 
to be a separate petition for each 
bridge desired- 
The election could 


be lield as a special election fixed/ by 
the commissioners upon petition for 
such special election for each bridge 
of not less than five hundred (500) 
of the electors of Coshocton county. 


Question No. 2—Does the statute 


require that improvements 
of this 


character shall be 
authori?ed only 


when tbe commissioners of Coshoc 
ton county have been petitioned.

a thorough inqury itato the matter. 
It is exnected that sensational dis- 
closures will result from the investi- 
gation. 


Through a sub-committee the sen- 


ate committee wall make a rigid in- 
qu'ry into the affairs Of the Kicka- 
poo Indians, a tribe1 
which holds 


some enormously valuable lands in 
Oklahoma. It really is one of 
tiie 


wealthiest of the Indiai% tribes and 
its rich lands long have been sought 
by whites, some, at least, of, wfiom 
appear to have gone 
to 
extreme 


lengths In their effort to obtain them 
The Indians chiefly involved now re- 
side in Mexico on a reservation which 
they purchased. A number of years 
ago, a branch of the Kickapoos, some- 
what dissasitfled witfc nheir condition 
in Oklahoma, decided to move to Mtex 
ifco. They located in the state 
of 


Coalhuila.^ purchasing a large tract 
of iai'd. 
Of course, they 
retained 


thrfr interest in the valuable Okla- 
homa lands held b.ythelr tribe and 
in removing to Mexico,, did not re- 
linquish that itotereat- 
Two years 


ago they opened negotiations for the 
sale of tholr Oklahoma interests, in 
order to raise money with which to 
liquidatet their indebtedness on the 
Mexican' lands. 


This opened the way for the scehm- 


ers who desired to acquire the Okja: 
homa lands. Throiigh , officials 
'.of 


the interlov department, it is charged, 
the Mexican branch of the Kickapoos 
were pressed to yield their Interest 
in: 'the Okiabbiha lands ""and ieffofts 
Were made to coerce them into giving 
them up. Agents:of the conspirators 
v;cht; to Mexico ; and .-^ created , trojibId 
for the liidiaris, 
liavirig .spme io'f 


tiiem thrown, into prison and employ- 
ing other hleans to intimidate them 
into disposing of their Amercan pos: 
sessions for a song. 


Despite these efforts, however, the 


Indians refused -to yield, and it 
is 


charged that deeds to their Oklahoma 
lands were ,prepared and the owners' 
names forg-tid to them. The state de- 
partment obtained from the 
United 


States Consul In Coalhuila 
a state- 


ment of the case, as it was developed 
by him. This statement, which is 
to be placed" at the disposal of the 
senate committee, contain*. re]mark- 
able disclosures of fraud and corru- 
ption on the part of those who have 
attempted to swindle the Indians. It 
is stated that, the report of the Amer- 
ican consul contains names and dates 
and specific instances of fraud; and 
its reflections on the methods and 
charactor of some American bjcials 
<u-e said to be very severe-
